A GLIMPSE AT LAKE MAITLAND. 

I>ake Maitland, the largest of o.ur 
lakes, and tin- one into which the 
waters of all the others find their way, 
lies at itsnearest part just three-quar¬ 
ters of a mile nearly north .from the 
Winter Park station. This part of its 
shore is on the place "ot Mr. John 
Stovin, who has a grove of fifty-seven 
acres, much of it in hearing. IIis first 
paying crop was destroyed by tin- 
great freeze of 1880, and the trees, 
like most others, have only now re¬ 
covered, so that they may lie expected 
to set a good crop for next year. Mr. 
Stovin has also a large mini her of 
guava hushes, from which before the 
freeze lie shipped two hundred hoxi-s 
of fruit a year to the Jacksonville 
market. Tins year he is shipping 
some fruit, both guavas and lemons, 
and later will have some oranges, .but 
this year’s crop will he small. The 
trees, however, seem now to have fully 
recover their strength, and ought to 
yield a full crojenext year. 

Mr. Stovin’s house commands a line 
view over the whole length of Ij/ika 
Maitland from the windows of every 
room, being built in the form of a T, 
so that the back rooms project each 
way beyond the front ones. In some 


res|>ertH this lake affords a more pic¬ 
turesque view from its shores than 
any of the others, being very irregular 
in sha|s-,and having itssiirfacehrokeu 
j hy islands and points of the main 
shore, lu-avdy clothed with a dense 
gns-n haniack growth,and contrasting 
finely with the waters about them, 
here dancing in t he .sunshine, t licit- 
dark ill the shadow of the trees which 
overhang them, and again vnred with 
tin- eliding shadow of a passing cloud. 
In litany places isolated cypress trees 
stand out from the shore, surrounded 
by water,-and displaying their pictur¬ 
esque forms to good advantage. 
Across a hay to the right we catch 
through the trees the red roofs,of the 
buildings on Mr. II. S. Kedncy's place, 
and tin- bright green tops of the trees 
in his orange grove,. Nearer, just 
across the load from Mr. Stovin’s 
place, is that of Lieut. Dyer, whose 
nautical tastes suggested for his snug 
home the name of “The Anchorage.” 
The house is nearly buried in the green 
of orange and umbrella trees, and 
seems an inviting refuge for“tIn-weary 
mariner" to take his rest in. 

Before leaving Mr. Stovin he showed 
us a pretty piece of dry haniack grove, 
on Hie shore of the lake, which In* pro¬ 
poses to clear of undergrowth and re 
i serve as a little private park. It is 
tliickJy shaded with oak, hickory-, cab-, 
huge palm, cypress and other hamack 
woods and will niakea beautiful pleas¬ 
ure ground. The aboriginal inhabi¬ 
tants of the country setm to have ap¬ 
preciated I he a timet ions of the situa¬ 
tion—or the tish obtainable from tin- 
lake, we cannot say which—for they 
have left t he burnt shells of so many 
mussels oil the ground nearby, that 
the lime,from themmukes it very hard 
to get the soil into good condit ion for 
orange trees. The shells themselves 
would not have done any hurm, but 
the burning converted them into caus¬ 
tic lime, which destroys the roots of 
the trees. 

Next to Mr. Stoyin’s place, on the 
• hike shore to t he west is the grove and \ 
residence of the lute lion. Is-wis.Law¬ 


rence, now owned by bis son. It co\ ers 
a beautiful sloping ground overlooking 
the lake, and the trees show by tln-ir 
thrifty growth the excellent quality of 
thcsoiluiid tin-good core that istaken 
of them. A large house and stable*, 
w ith elevated tank for water supply, 
make a pleasant home in tin- midst of 
the grove, for w inter residence. 

Beyond this comes the large grove 
and residence best know it as t he Bige¬ 
low place, now owned and occupied by 
Mr. Ilopwood. It is a square tract of 
forty acres, t wo sides of which are on 
the lake, and tin- greater part is cov¬ 
ered with a line bearing orange grove, 
in the midst of which stands a large 
house, whose hundcr did not forget to. 
add a roomy cupola, commanding a 
\ icw of the w hole lake and much of t In* 
surrounding count ry. 

Tin- whole western shore <»i tin- Ink*-, 
from In-rc to Maitland is a succession 
of splendid groves, whosesymmetrical 
and nourishing trees and well tilled 
soil are tin- best evidence of the value 
which their owiu-i-h place upon them. 
A very large, grove on the northwest 
and north" sales of fife lake is owned 
hy Mr. Adams, of Adams A Co., fertil¬ 
izer manufacturers, who has chosen 
this locality to prove his faith in his' 
own goods hy using them to make- 
this grove for himself. 'Pin- broad 
.acres, .covered with regular rows of 
trees, make a striking feature iii tin- 
view across the lake, from the south, 
and in a tew years more will ln> yield¬ 
ing a rah harvest of tin- golden fruit 
to t he owner.

'Die butter, bow¬ 
el er, rout ains small quant it ies, seven 
tier rent, or thereabouts, ot peculiar 
tats, butyrin, eaproin, etc., winch dive 
it its flavor and which are thoiidht by 
some t o make it moreeasily digest ible, 
especially by persoTlk""wTlOSc digestion 
is enfeebled by lack ol digestive juices 
or otherwise. 

In flic excitement over ulemargarine 
ledislation, t In* discussion of the rela¬ 
tive dinest ilnlity of butter ami butter 
substitutes lias lice If made very active 
by the importance ot its beariiid upon 
their., com para t ivr values for .nutri¬ 
ment, and many statement a have been 
inade ns to the effect of the chemical 
composit ion of tin* peculiar but ter-fats 
and tlie consequent chemicalchaiid.es 
in the process of digestion and assimi¬ 
lation m the body. It is interesting to 
compare the very positive inferences 
which some writers upon the subject 
draw from experimental iuvestiga 
lions, with the very guarded expres¬ 
sions of opinion made by tbc authors 
of the same investigations in their 
writiugsand in personal .conversation. 
Thcfncts nt hand and the general im 
pression ot special students of these 
sulijects, so far as I have observed, are 
to the effect that probably, for healthy 
person*}, t In* difference between butter 
and Oleomargarine incase and in com¬ 
pleteness of digestion would be at 
most very slight, but that for people 
with enfeebled digestion and tor in¬ 
fants'. but ten may, perhaps, at times, 
have the advantage.”.

The Dangers of Benzine. 

Some weeks ago, inn Philadelphia 
music (rrinting . while a 

boy wan engaged in cleaning a press 
with benzine,rubbing it with a rag, tin* 
lliliii blazed up; the lad’s clothing 
«*atight lire., and lie was so severely 
burned that Ids recovery win* stilted 
to he doubtful. It lias.lieeu popularly 
supposed that Maine, or at least a 
tenipernt lire equal to the white or re*I 
heat of iron, was necessary to ignite 
benzine vapor, hut according to the 
.1 merietin Kxehnnfie HH<l t lloviow, this 
is a mistake. "It is a fact little 
known,"saysthat journal,"that hard 
friet ion.can develop sufficient heat to 
intlame benzine vapor, especially if the 
surface rubbed be varnished with 
shellac. We are informed by a coin- 
pet eat and truthful mechanical rtVgi' 
neer that a few years ago, while trying 
with benzine, in a closed tin vessel,-to 
construct a thermostat to ignite a 
powder giving out sulphurous gas m 
ease of lire outbreak, lie found that 
the vapor was leaking from a minute 
i rack in a seam, lie requested a tin 
man to solder t lie leak, supposing t hat 
a copper soldering tool at dark heat 
would not be dangerous. To his sur¬ 
prise and that of the workman, t he 
Vapor ignited, with a blue Maine, as 
soon as the. tool approached near 
the crack, and a Maine played around 
the toot like a will-o’-the-wisp. This 
gentleman sev eral t lines experimented 
afterward, and found tIrut'at a dark 
heat the tool did not iiiMaiuc the va¬ 
por when at, a distaneeof twelve inches 
from the crack, but did always set lire 
to it if within six to four inches. No 
matter how small the crevice, there 
always came out enough vapor to 
ignite at this low degree' of tempera¬ 
ture. In these trials, as in thelirst 
instance, the tinman's furnace was 
kept at a considerable dist a nee.” \\V 
mentioned a few months since a case 
in which this vapor was ignited by 
electricity.generated in rubbing a Man¬ 
uel garment, which was being cleaned 
in a tub of thetliiid. This last occur¬ 
rence once more emphasizes t:\gnecd 
of the ut most caution in the liamTliug 
of benzine in tlie scon ring and furniture 
establishments and printing offices in 
which it is so generally and extensively 
made use of.— Fire aw/ Water.

M. Hammond being present, was in¬ 
vited to a seat on the platform and 
by a unanimous vote all questions of 
a legal nature were left to him for his 
division. On t la* reading of the notice 
for the meeting, the roll of- registered 
voters was called and it was found

that tin* requisite two-thirds was not 
present nnd it ririns was taken until 
7:!H) p. in. 

At 7:30 p. in. the meeting was again 
called to order and it was found that 
there was still eleven short of the two- 
thirds and a committee was sent to 
try and get enough. They were only 
successful in reducing the shortage Io 
six anil the meeting was adjourned. 
Assodu as that meeting wnsadjour'tied 
it was reorganized and an informal 
meeting held at which it was divided 
to reduce the .limits so as to he able 
to get the necessary t wo-t birds nnd a 
committee was appoint cd to report to 
a meeting on Monday evening, at that 
meeting a new map was adopted and 
a meeting to incorporate the .new 
boundaries called for October 12th. 
The other parties had meantime held 
a meeting and called a meeting to in¬ 
corporate all of the origi nal bound 
iiries excepting: Hannibal square, for 
< let oher I !ft It. » 

Now there have been two meetings 
held to incorporate our town at both 
of. -which a majority of our citizens 
have expressed a wish so to do. By 
the two notices now out it is seen that 
oureitiz.ens are unanimous in their de¬ 
sire to incorporate. The question lor 
us to decide now, il seems to us, is 
how can the prevailing contests, which 
are purely personal and have nothing 
to do wit It t he main issue, be harmon¬ 
ized ami a full successful incorporation 
of the town he accomplished. 

At .the citizens* meel'iiig on Monday 
evening there was a paper in t he pocket 
of one of the gentlemen that pro¬ 
posed a fair and square arrangement 
of the difficulty, and in the pocket of 
another was an acceptance of the 
same to which.the leaders on hot It 
sides hud. if we are correctly informed, 
signilied their assent. We think that 
not present mg and adopt ing t hat dor- 
mcut was a serious mistake, and we 
say it in no partisan sense, and no 
disposition to crit icise. 

Already people all around us are 
spreading the report that \\ inter Dark 
people ate in a continual quarrel and 
that report, unless promptly.contra¬ 
dicted by the sensible action of our 
cut ire people, will ruin our chances for 
more settlers and the prosperity our 
splendid advantages entitle us to. No 
man, in his right mind, is going to set- 
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tin among a people in a constant tur¬ 
moil, ami nothing kills a town quicker 
than to have an east hide and a west 
side, a north Hide and a nouth nidi 1 , or 
such arbitrary diviHion founded on 
perHOnal animosities or party clique*. 

Now friends look at this thing 
squarely and honestly and the man 
who ran hit upon a square and just, plan 
to overcome petty questions in the 
interest of the main issue, on which 
we.are evidently unanimous, is the 
man for us to listen to, to work with 
and to aid in every possible way to¬ 
wards pence, a perfect understanding, 
and a harmonious.elTorl to push for¬ 
ward the claims of Winter Park for 
tlt<‘boom her beautiful situation.lier 
splendid advantages and her prosper¬ 
ous and intelligent-citizenship cut it Ic 
her to. 


Many of our river and creek bottoms 
have become so uncertain as to crops, 
part icularly the lowest and best lands, 
that it might be Well to devote those 
lauds to some other crop that if 
flooded the farmers would sustain no 
loss thereby.. 

I have never sis-n it tried, but I am 
satisfied if the fibre is properly pre¬ 
pared that it will-make very superior 
cloth. I hope some one else will give 
their experience, and that the experi¬ 
ment will .he made.— J /’. /•’.. in S. ('.

A grove 
can be started without any tut lire cul¬ 
ture outside of preparing tbelaud to 
plant the seed. After a growth of two 
years the young shoots can be cut and 
placed in pure water, and let them re¬ 
main for two months, then taken out 
and stripped of the bark, whit'll can be 
done read’ll) ; the fibre will.beof a pure 
white color, while the outer bark will 
bet be color of bempand very strong. 
I have been hoiking use of it for years 
lor Inline strings uiid other purposes 
about my farm. I have some now on 
hand, but it was not carefully prepar¬ 
ed. as tli.e sprouts were placed iu 
muddy water and only intended, for 
ordinary farm use. The smallest 
string can be Used with needle as com¬ 
mon cotton thread, and will last 
equally as long; After cutting the 
shoots they will spkoitt out from t he 
stumps and he ready- for the next 
year’s crop. Another advantage, the 
trees will grow on hotli bottom and 
upland.

The First Lightning Rod. 

If w« are to believe mi Austrian pa-. 
l»>r, says La Lumicrc Klwtriquo, the 
.Hrit light ning rod wan not constructed 
by Franklin, lint by n monk of 8euf- 
tenbcrg, in Bohemia, mimed 1‘rohop 
Diwiscii, who installed nn apparatus 
the 15th of June, 1754, in the garden 
of the curate of Prenditx (Moravia). 
Tlie apparatus was composed of u 
pole surmounted by nn iron rod sup¬ 
porting twelve curved up briincheN, 
mid terminating in ns ninny metallic 
boxes, tilled with iron ore and cloned 
by u boxwood cover, traversed by 27 
iron points, which plunged, at their 
base in the ore. All the system was 
united to the earth by a large chain. 
The enemies of Diwisch, jealous of his 
success at the court of Vienna, excited 
the peneantH of the locality against 
him, and under the pretext that his 
lightning rod was tlie cause of the 
great drought, they made him take 
down the lightning rod which he had 
utilized for six years, What is most 
curious is the forth of this first light 
ning rod, which was of multiple points 
like the one which M. Melseu afterward 
invented.

Japanese Oranges. 

The Kin Kan orange, or Citrus ja- 
ponica, is a variety of the orange, the 
great merits of which arc as yet com¬ 
paratively unknown. The tree forms 
a medium-sized pyramid from fifteen 
to twenty feet high, bin can be trained 
into any shape desired. It is most to 
be recommended for its superior hard¬ 
iness, as, if once well established, a 
temperature of 20° to 15° above zero 
Fahrenheit will not injure it, uH also 
for its early and profuse bearing ca¬ 
pacity, the branches being literally 
covered with fruit,, The fruit itself is 
oblong, of a bright golden yellow, like 
a medium-sized egg plum; the rind is 
almost as thin asa cherry's,sweet and 
juicy; can be eaten with the fruit, the 
pulp of which is juicy, sub-acid, and 
very refreshing; it recommends itself 
mostly for crystallizing and preserv¬ 
ing, but is also eaten fresh, from the 
tree. Cut into halves it is Used in Jii- 
pan during summer its an ingredient 
for all cooling drinks, to w hich it im¬ 
parts a delicious flavor. As 'a plant 
for pot culture in imi eastern climate 
it cannot.be too highly recommended, 
not being as tender as the other or¬ 
anges. No garden, no home should be 
without it; no one w ho lias ever tried 
it would ever want to lose it. 

In California this tree would be in¬ 
valuable; if planted in open ground 
tlie fruit attains a much larger size 
than confined in pots.—//. H. llurfptr 
in Florida Dispatch.
